London. Sept 16.— The battle of the 
M arne has about come to an end and 
although the allied armies are keep­ 
ing in touch with the retreating Ger­ 
mans it is evident the Latter are tak­ 
ing up positions to stay the north­ 
ward

French. 


General von Kluck, with his army, 
bas made a stand north of the River 
Aisne on a line marked by the forest 
of L ’Aigle and Craonue, while the a r­ 
mies of Generals von Buelow and von 
Hausen, the Duke of Wuerttemberg 
and Crown Prince Frederick W illiam 
are falling back to straighten out. the 
front on which the next big battle is 
likely to be fought 
Although the Germans have been 
punished severely in their long re­ 
treat, and have lost many guns and 
men, they maintain cohesion and un­ 
less the French succeed in their at­ 
tempt to get between the arm y of 
the crown prince and those operating 
to the west of him Em peror W illiam 's 
forces will present a solid front when 
the 
time comes 
for another clash, 
which will be fully as important as 
the recent battle. 


Ground Fine for Defense. 


lf the Germans can gain the new' 
position it offers better opportunities 
for defense than the ground they have 
passed over during the last ten days. 
Their right apparently extends as 
far west as St. Quentin through a 
country 
intersected 
by 
rivers 
and 
streams that will embarrass the at­ 
tacking forces. 
The 
main 
German 
forces, 
under 
Generals von Buelow and von Hausen, 
*be Duke of Wurttem berg aud the 
crown prince, stretch along the R iver 
Aisne to the hills behind Rheims and 
then north to Verdun, thus securing the 
roads 
and 
railw ays 
running 
north 
from Rethel to the Belgian frontier 
and eastward to Luxemburg and Metz 
In Lorraine. 
Thus by bringing up the army of 
the Crown Prince of Bavaria more in­ 
to line they will be covered on one 
wing by their own fortress of Metz. 
Some m ilitary experts are of the 
opinion that the Germans will offer 
their next big resistance on the Mouse 
and that another battle of Sedan will 
be fought before many days. 


Keeping Up Keep Pursuit. 


Much must pass before this takes j 
place, however. 
The allies at last re- j 
ports were keeping up a keen pursuit 
with probably fresh troops. 
The 
French left, with large forces of cav­ 
alry, some of which are reported as 
far north as the Belgian troutier, con­ 
tinues to harass the German right, 
while British and French forces which 
gained passages over the Aisne two 
days ago are now somewhere between 
that river and the R iver Oise, and 
are trying to repeat the outflanking 
movement which they carried out on I 
the Our* <j last week.

The armies of General Dank], 
which had the support of some Ger­ 
man divisions, have been driven back 
ac ross the frontier, which they cross­ 
ed while the Russians were advancing 
on Leniberg, and are now, according 
to Petrograd reports, in the angle be­ 
tween the Rivers San and Vistula, a 
trap into which Russian troops had 
been trying for some days to drive 
there.
